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REMARKS 

I. STATUS OF THE CLAIMS 

Claims 1 and 3-7 were previously pending. Claims 6 and 7 are canceled herein. 
New claims 9-17 are added. Thus, claims 1, 3, 4, and 9-17 are submitted for 
consideration herein. 

II. REJECTION OF CLAIMS 1, 3-7 UNDER 35 U.S.C. § 1 12(2) 

Claim 1 is amended to overcome the rejection, and claims 6-7 are canceled. 
Thus, withdrawal of the rejections is respectfully requested. 

III. REJECTION OF CLAIM 1 UNDER 35 U.S.C § 102 by Webb (6,012,719) 
Claim 1 recites, "wherein the pre-established set of rules provides a winning side 

bet for the player where the sum of the three initial cards is greater than or equal to 1 9, 
but not greater than 21." 

Webb teaches a blackjack side bet which pays on any of the following hands: 
straight flush, three of a kind, straight, flush and pair. However, Webb is silent about 
paying where the sum of the three initial cards is greater than or equal to 19 but not 
greater than 2 1 . 

Claim 3 recites, ". . . the three initial cards are the same card and of the same suit 
. . (emphasis added). 

Webb does not teach paying an award wherein cards the same card AND the same 

suit. 

In order for a reference to anticipate a claim, the reference must teach all features 
of the claim. Webb does not teach the feature cited above. Therefore, withdrawal of the 
rejection is respectfully requested. 

IV. NEW CLAIMS 9-17 

New claims 9-17 recited features not taught or suggested by the prior art, and it is 
submitted that claims 8-17 are patentable. 
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V. CONCLUSION 

In view of the above amendments and remarks, it is submitted that the application 
is now in condition for allowance.
